FIRST WITNESS
I RIOT THIA

(From Saturday 's Advortiser.)

The actual trinl of the thirteen Japa-
nese charged with rioting atWaipahu
on Jone 8, began In Judge Robinson’s
dupartment of the Cirenit Court at 7:30
o 'clock lnst night.

The jury was stenred and completed
within an honr after the convenlng of
ths eourt session, the members of the
Jury being as follows:

George H. Harbottle, John H. Jones,
J. 8. Azevedo, Willinm L. Austin, Fred
Gondie, Fred Meyers, Daniel H, Daller,
Willinm F. Buckle, George E. Bruns,
John A. Legros, Aleért Ludloff and
Moreno Hulu,

The first witness placed on the stand
by the prosecution wns Eogene M.
Seaville, an employe of the Oahu Sugar
Company, who was aeting ns a speeinl
police officer on the day of the riot.

Attorney Lightfoot began a series of
rapid fire objections to the guestions
that were pnt to the witness hy Mr.,
Kinney of the prosecution, He objected
to the asking of questions that tended
to show the cirecumstances and econdi-
tions existing among the Japunese
Inhorers on the ipremises of the Oahu
Sugnr Company immediately preceding
the disorder. He objected to the pros:
ecution proving that Mr. Seoville was
a regularly commissioned police officer
withount phy. The first exhibit of the
prosecution was finnlly introduced in
eonnection with establishipg Seoville's
uuthority—n commission duly signed by
Sheriff Jarrett,

Seoville related the pursuit of n Japa-
nose who wished to return jo work by
o erowd of hundreds of his fellow conn-
trymen, In eompany with Police Of-
ficer Wills, Scoville stated that he went
to the assistance of the Iaborer who was
bLieing benten by -one of the defendants.
The man who eommitted the nssauit
Heoville positively identified as Jotaro
Mikawna,

Before Seoville was éalled to the wit-
ness stand Lightfoot moved to quash
the indiotment of the thirteen Japanese
on the ground that the indictment re-
ferred to *“Honolutln in the-island of
Ouhn, ' instend of the City nnd Coun-
ty of Honolulp, He Insisted that the
Hisland of Oahn’' was without legal
sintns,  The motion was denied by
Judge Robinson.

It is the intention of prosecution and
defense to hurry the trinl to n speady
conglusion, Sessions will be held today
and it s probable that the proceedings
will be continded this evening.

Day Proceodings,

An attempt to secure the eontinuance
of the churges of riot against J, Mika-
<win and twelve other Japunesa before
Judge Robinson yesterday was marked
vwith fallure, the motions by Attorney
(Lightfoot being overruled and a begin-
{ning made in the work of securing a
Jury.

The first venire was exhausted in
short order and at the noon recess of
the court Judge Robinson ordered the
issunnee of three special venires of
soventyfive mon in' all, refurnable at
1 o'elock. ‘The time for the serving
of the summons wus o limited that
only eleven men wers presented when
ennrt convened in the afternoon and of
thut nuwmber only six were qunlified to
sit ne jurors,

A fourth venire was then authorized
10 be isfued for fifty talesmen return-
able at 7:30 in the evening, Attorney
Lightfoot apparently changing his at-
titude when he discovered thut it would
be impossible to eecure a regular con-
tinunnee, hoping to obtain a speedy dis-
posal of the easge, so as to allow him
to appear as the attorney for the Japa-
nose connected with the higher wage
agitation both in the departments of
Judge De Bolt and Judge Robinkon,

At the morning session of court
Lightfoot ropeated his objeetion to
procecding with the trial and insisted
that the Japanese aceused of being riot
ers wonld be deprived of the rights
guaranteed to all by the eonstitution
of the United States, He declared em-
phntieally that the spirit of the pro-
cepdings in ““foreing''\the defendunts
10 trinl wis in vielation of tho existing
fronty between the United States and

Jupan.
Kinney Objects,

A statement by Lightfoot that it was
impossible to securs mnother attorney
who was willing to enter a ease in
opposition to the interests of the sugar
industry brought forth an objection
from Mr. Kinney of the prosecution,
who replied that such an allegation was
an Insinuation against all the members
of the bar and was not warranted by
any reliable evidenes,

Lightfoot then qualified his sssertion
by suying that he did not wish to make
inginuations aguinst any member of the
bar, but reiternted that a lawyer conid
not be secoared to assist in the defense
of the Jupunese without the payment
of u retuining fee out of all proportion
to the wvanlue of the services to be
renderod.

In the eourss of his argument Light.
foot said that it was an ashselute in.
justiee to compel the defendants to go
to trinl with new gounsel, coneceding
the possibility that they were ablg to

seoure counsel other than himself,
Lightfoot said that he was familiar
with the statements of each of the

defendants, and that it wonld lake sev-
eral days for other counsel to familiar.
ize himself with the details of the de-
fense.

In an effort to expedite proccedings
Mr. Kinney and Lightfoot propounded
# number of questions bearing upon
qualifientions, to the jury eollectively,
instend of the usunl method of examin-
The jurors
wore nsked if they were the holders
of any sugar stock or whether their
near relatives were interested finaneclal-
Iy in the sugar industry of the Terrl-
tory.

Judge Robinson said that he did not

[® sep why the holding of stock in the

Oahu Sugar Company, on the premises
of whieh the alleged riot ocenrrid,
should eonstitute & disqualifiestion
since the Oahu Sugar Company was
not & complainsot in the ease and that
the easant bar did not differ from any
other involving a breach of the pesce.

Tho Btock Question.

The nttorneys for the prosecution and
the defense were willing to follow oot
the general intent of the agreement
that was vsed as a basis for the ex-

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LARGE SURPLUS
o EXPECTED

Approximately a quarter of a million
dollars will be left in the Territorial
Trensury ns o surpins at the close of
the prosent biennisl period on June
$0th, There in a considerable differ
ence between this figure and the esti
moted defleit of &69,000 that was sub.
mitted to the lnst Legisluture,

The approximate surplus of $250,000

hus been largely Inerensed through the
reeeipt of the £30,000 judgment against
Cotton Brothers & Compiny, and the
$20,000 reeeived from the Federal Gov-
ernment ns  reimbursement for the
money expended by the Territory for
the eonstruétion of lighthonsed,

The unexpended balanee on depart-
mental appropriations will also reach
a considerable figure. A policy of striet
sconomy has been practiced in the
operating expenses of the Government
depnriments, nll of whieh has contri-
buted te the Inrge surplus that is ex-
pected by the Territory.

Appropriation Balances.

Aoting Treasurer Hemenwny stated
vesterday that possibly one half of the
total nmount of the éxpested surplus
would be derived from the bulunees
left in the department approprintions
for the lust period. The faet that un-
paid bills are ootstanding lenves the
question of the exaet amount of the
surplus on a rather temtantive basis,
bt it i believed that the estimate of
$250,000 surplus is justified.

Inereased receipts from Iand taxes
lins nlso been one of the enuses for the
eonditions of plenty that will provail
in the Territorial Treasary with the
closing of the bennial period. The
stntoment by Governor Frear that the
finnneces of the Territory are in a state
that will assure pener of mind to those
connocted with the excontive depart-
ment of the Government hag been made
with a full knowledge of existing con-
ditions,

MAKIND AN NEGOAT
CHLL ON COVERNCA

Among the eallers at the Capitol yes-
terdny were Makino and Negoro, the
two leaders in the higher wage agita-
tion smong the plantation Inborers,
They ealled on Governor Frear to pre-
sent their views on the strike situntion.

After the departiire of Mukine and
Negoro the Governor stated that they
snid they believed that they had not
been fairly dealt with and that the
laborers lind no intention of ereating
trouble, and- that all connceted with
the strike deprecated any attempt that
might evenunte in trouble.

Makino and Negoro also told Gov-
ernor Freny that all the Iaborers de-
sired was the same remunerntion for
their services as wns received by work-
men of other nationalities,

Formal eomplaint was alko lodged
with Governor Frear by Muakino and
Negoro ngninst the seizure of their
papers, and they also asked that he
asdist in seeing that they seeured in
the future what they considered to be
Justive.

Mr. Kinney said that he thought the
view taken by the court wus correet,
but that in view of the prevailing con-
ditions he believed it would be well to
seclire A jury whose impartinlity could
not be ehallenged upon any ground, He
andmitted that there was no legal reason
why jurors should be exeused upon the
grounds mentioned, but added that he
felt that it would contribute to séeur-
ing an absolotely impartial jury.

The discussion resulted from the eall-
ing of Admirnl Beckley into the jury
box. In response to n question as to
whether he was the owner of any stoek
in the Onhu Sugar Company he replied
in the negative, but added that his
“better half'' did bold some of the
plantation's securitics.

The principle that & jurar whose reln-
tivea hold plantation stock would be
considered ns disqualified was finally
necepted by Judge Robinson and Ad-
mirnl Beekley was excused, apparently
much to his relief,

The speein! venire of fifty talesmen,
returnable in the evening, was plaeed
in the hands of Sheriff Jarrett shortly
ufter 2 o'elock in the afternoon and
the deputiea of the Bheriff's office with
sovernl mesistants immedintely began
the work of loeating the new venire-
men,

The argument on the demurrer filed
by Attorney Lightfoot to the charge
against Soga, Tasaka and Kawamura
of being disorderly persons, will be
hoard by Judge De Bolt this mworoing.
Lightfoot will attack the genernl suf-

And those who have seen and re-
turned to Honolulu say thnt Huwali'y
exhibip is far differeat from any other
and its detsils worked out so inter-
estingly that the results will stick in
the memory of exposition visitors when
they have forgotten those of Wash-
ington, Oregon and Alaska,

Willis T. Pope, who has just return-
ed from Seattle, where he installed the
relief maps of the Hawsiian Islands,
whieli are shown In n great tank of
water a8 if rosting' in the bosom of tho
Pagific ooean, says that this feature
ig attracting genernl attention and
people gaze into the tanks for honrs,
In faet interest bas so centered on
the maps that some one of the attend-
atts is generully stationed nt the tank
to point out various features and ex-
plain them,

The tunk rests in the center of the
building, The islands are shown in
their relative positions in a great eon-
ereto tank 51 feet long and rise above
the blue water, whiek represents the
Pagific oceun, The horizontal senle is
one mile to the ineh and the verticual
senle 3000 feotr to the ineh, The i
lands are bullt up from the bottom
of the tank on eonerete bakes. The
bagses nnd tank have been painted so
that the water shows deep green for
deep places shodisg off light at the
shore line, The water gives life to
the scene. The maps are painted in
colors s as to show the geologienl
formution, wvariation in vegetation,
agriculture, forest resorves and trans
portation facilities. The politieal divi-
sions are morked and the loeation of
towns, government ronds, lghthouses,
fortifications and military reservations
given, Ewvan the locntions of the great
guns Lo be mounted in the fortifica-
tions are morked, The name of each
island is in raised letters on the edge
of the tank., The erater of Kilanea
in so nrranged as to show a hoze of
smoke issuing from the Halemaumauy
pit, and by a strange coineidence this
i5 blown dircetly over the Kau desert,
ng if the rogular Hawailian trade wind
was blowing even in the Hawaii build-
ing.

Floating Islands an Attraction---Hawaii’s Ex-
hibition Is Unique and Receives
Generous Praise.

*“The Hawaiian exhibit differs en-
tirely from all others,’' said Mr. Popoe
yesterday, **not only that the materials
are gdifferent, but it is unique in it
it .

On approaching the building, the vis-
ftor comes scross a great pyramid of
conounuts, 12 or 14 feet high. Hun-
dreds of visitors never befors saw a
coconnut, It iz something they will
always remember, Entrance into the
building is made through a kukur-nut
portiere, a feature that never fails to
nttract. There are about 1600 nuts in
the portiere, Above this is a ealored
plate design of the Hawalian eont-of-
arms and the Hawaijian flag is also
draped over the entrance. Nearby is
Gurrey s photographie roepresentations
of Hawaiinn types, and near that is
Howard Hiteheock ™ art exhibit, Both
of these have attroeted mueh attentios.

Just within is the kon information-
booth, which is a eenter in more ways
than one, At times the erowds are so
depse nbout it that more than one
person has to help in giving out in-
formation. On this eounter is the book
register furnished by the Hawaiinn
Gazotte Compauny. To the left is the
sugar palace which is a model of the
Capitol. In this is being dis-
played all forms of sugar making, from
the cane to the sacked produet, and
nfter that the refined produet. The out-
side of the boilding is eoated with
brown erystal sugar, furnished by the
sugar planters here,

To the right of the information booth
is the display of Hawaiinn woods from
the Buresu of Foresiry, of Homolalu,
nnd near it a large and beaotiful dis-
play of polished kon furniture, Near
this is the sisal honse made entirely of
produets of the slsal companies. In this
i shown all manner of things made
from gisal, There is also a tower of
bangnas whieh is & picturesque feature,
Other Hawnilan friuts, preserved, are
shown on shelves. The pineapple dis-
play is excellent, A buge pineapple
made up of hundreds of large pines,
risex to a height of 25 feet., It Is
surrounded by mininture flields showing
growing plants. Beyond these are pyra-
mids of eanped pinoapples showing the
labels of anll pines exported from tho
islands. They have a good supply on
hand, ‘The fresh froit ss well as the
canned produet sells well. A lurge part
of the floor space is given up to koa
tubles where sliced pines are served to
the public at a mominal price, The
sales have often averaged 100 per day.
Alonzo Gartley eame in one day and
was asked to eat a plateful, He did
#o and said it was the first time that
he had ever eaten eunned pineapples,
His eomment was: ‘‘Isn't it good?'’

The coffee exhibit is also very fine.
In faet the Hywail building is atirast-
ing the visitors day after day in huge
erowds. Both Mr, Knudsen and Mr,
Childs are Inboring unesasingly both in
the exhibit hall and in the lecture room
and they have their bands full, even
with Will Cooper present to look after
publicity matters, It in coneeded that

While the appointment has not been formally announced, Mr, Conkling has
beern summoned back from Hawail and will retum to Honoluln on the Manna
Loa Tuesday, in time W prepare for the commencenient of his dutios as Treasurer
on July 1, the beginning of the new blennial period.

For the past two vears Ar, Conkling
has been employed as Chief Clerk in
the Exccutive Department of the Ter-
ritorinl Oovernment, and during that
time has carned a well deserved repu-
tation for industry and ability, all of
which has served to bring about the
o mnke him Treas-
The good work
that Conklisgyhas performed in connec:
tion with ll.i.:\hu!ios ns Chief Clerk of
the department has been genprally rde-
ognired, the last Legisiature authoriz.
ing a special appropristion as a result
of the nssistance afforded by Conlding
to the legislative committees,

Governor Froar stated yesterday that
a number of considerations wore neces-
parily invelved in the selection of a
new Tronsurer and that the appoint-
ment of Mr, Conkling would be no re-
flection upon others who were willing
to necept the responsibility of earing
for the finanees of the Territory.

“I bave a very high opinion of
others who were nvailable for the posi:
tion,"* said Covernor Frear. **Mr.
Conkling has shown a high order of
ability in lis prosent position and in
the course of his work has had much
to do with finnnees. He Is a good all-
nround man, "’

It is probxble that the announcoment
of Mr, Conkling’s appointment will ba
made upon his roturn from Hawail, He
went to the Big Island in conneetion
with the work of the Territorial Seere.
tary’s offiee in recording certifientes of
Hawniisn birth and was not expeoted
to retarn until about July 15.

It is believed that Conkling's ap-
polntment will meet with general com-

mendation, He has not been a eandi-
dnte for the place and his appointment
will come from the eonvietion of Gov-
ernor Frear that he will falfil the duties
of his new offies in the manner that
hns oharacterized his work as Chief
Ulerk in the Executive Department,

Conkling has held the position of
Chief Clerk for n period of about two
yours, having accepied the place ahort-
Iv before the resignntion of Governor
Carter, He continuwed in offiee when
Governor FPrear boeame the Territory’s
Chief Exeoutive,

Before beeoming Chief Clerk nnder
(fovernor Carter, Conkling was sngaged
in loeal newspaper work and was also
in the employ of the Inter-Island Steam-
ship Company,

he vaeaney in the office of Terrl-
torinl Treasuror was eronted by reason
of the fact that the Senate declined
to confirm the reappointment of AL J.
Campbell.  The influenee of the liguor
Interests wasn strong among the mem-
bers of the Upper House of the Legis-
Inture, It was through his acting ns &
member of the Oahu Roard of Liquor
CMommissioners that opposition to Camp-
bell's reappointment developed in the
Sennte, and the influence wns strong

CIVILIZING THE WORLD

MADISON, Wisconsin, June
1L T were psked of what good Amer-
ica was to Furope, I would say thut
Columbus eut large doors and windows
on the west side of the old European
manor, which received its wventilation
only from the Eust. Amerien has regen-
erated the old world since the sixteenth
century as effectunlly oas the influx
from Central Europe regenerated it in
the Middle Ages.'

This was the declaration of Senor
Nabueo, the Brazilinn Ambassador, who
today delivered the bacealnureste ad-
dress to the gradusting cluss at the
University of Wisconsin, The Ambus-
sudor took for his subject ‘*The Share
of Ameriea in Qivilization,”' and gave
promivence to certnin of his impres-
nions regarding the contributions of the
United States to eivilization,

To his mind, said the Ambassador,
the United States was n nation In some
respocts of a unique type, the only
one aupprosching 1t being the Roman
Empirve when nearing digsolution, * KEv.
ery other nation,’" ke said, *'is or was,
composed of u raee, or of sepurate
races, speaking each Its own language;
you are o nation formed by the fusion
of rnees of different Innguiges, brought,
by superior indueements, to sponk only
the hoereditary langunge of the eoun-
try. In other words, you are s nution
formed of nutions by their own will,
Here lies all the difference; you are
formed by free immigration, not by
conguent, '’ Ameries was really the
New Europe, “Thanks te the Monroe
Doetrine, he said, America was the Con-
tinent of peace, ‘‘and this eolossal
pence unit, interesting deeply the
rogions of the earth—the whole Pa-
eifie, ono could say—forms a neutral
Hemisphere and balanees the other
Hemisphere, which we might eall the
Belligerent Hemlisphere,”! With the
rrodiu}uul growth of the United States,
e gmid, its peace sentiment would have
to be tested when its aational ag-
grandizement meets with tho first seri-
ous obstacle, ““The question is,’'" he
sanid, *'if you then would pot proclaim
the holy nationnl war. As yet no one
could say that peusce is o permanent
article of faith with you, sueh as are
demoeracy nnd roligious toleration, for
instance.

Next to immigration, the Ambank-
dor usmed demoeraney, which ho ehars
acterized as distinetly Amorieun. One
condd not break the chain that bound
through history the evolution of an
idea or u sentiment, he sald, *but the
Amerienn demoemey is genninely new;

n few other nntions, which look chief-
I¥ to you,'' For the moment, he de-
elnred, no one could sny if the new
American politieal economy is or not
one of the great contributions of the
United States to eivilization. *'The
Universitios of Amerien,’’ ho maintain.
ed, ‘*nre watehtowers admirably pre-
pared to follow the progress of the
oeonomical evolution nnd to solve in
tims the riddle of the Sphinx.’' One
thing was sure, he said, with emphasis,
the nge of Franklin would not end
in history ns the age of Midns,

Coming to the question of American
cdoeation, Ambassador Nabueo deelared
Lht It sgoemed to be the only one that
whs not wholly conventional, “‘You
nlone,'" he sald, **give ny the greatest
of ull humun teachings, self-relinuce.
And, new to munkind, yvou teaeh self-
rilinnes not n!ﬂ_\' to men but to wo-
men. Thers never existed in the world
such n youth of both sexes with the
same training for life. You plunge
them, sinee the childhood, in & bath
that gives to borh the strength and
the elasticity of steel. Yon have ahang-
od the rhythm of life; you write it in
quiek tempo, and the world is eatgh-
ing fram you tho spirit of rapid trans.
formution, and is writing it also in the
Amerienn prestissimo instesd of the
old adagio.'!

Among the other great eontributions,
the Ambassndor mentloned American
inventions,

As for Latin Amerien, the Ambassn-
dor said It was rather enrly to speak
of the part assigned it lo history, ““We
have not yet been ordered to enter
the stuge; the pluys of God pre very
long opes; his nets are nges,'’ he said.
Up to now, however, he said, Latin
Americs hnd done a considernble work
of eivilization ngninst grent difficulties
and he believed that nowhere could be
selgeted finer types of man and woman
than among ite diferent nations. *‘We
hope,”’ ho sald in eonelusion, ““we do
honor to oty native stoeks and that
wi show, compured to them, traits of
the sume evolution as you prosent eom-
pared to the Enoglish raee'’
